After all, what 
has the younger Dumas done that. he should be placed upon a 
pedestal among the philosophers? He has glorified what he 
called the demz-monde, and, persistently endeavoured to preach the 
gospel of incontinence. Let him remain with his demd-monde 
and continue to illustrate their paradoxical virtues and, perhaps, 
we may not seriously object to his absurdities. But L’ Atrangere 
is an impertinence, artistically as well as ethically considered. It 
is strange that the Lord Chamberlain, who prohibits the pro- 
duction of such plays as La Dame aux Camelias and Le Demi- 
monde, should freely permit an English version of a drama the 


‘morality of which is much more offensive in its teaching, infinitely 


more dangerous than theirs, to be played in the leading comedy 
theatre. 
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TURFIANA. 


Nor having had the opportunity of addressing our readers last 
week, we may perhaps be allowed to take a Parthian glance at some 
of the features of the Epsom week, which fully sustained its re- 

utation for revelry and devilryin town and on Down. Notwith- 
standing the ‘popularity ” assigned to the victory of the Bal- 
tazzi brothers in certain quarters, we neyer recollect a colder 
reception being given to any great winner than to the ‘flower of 
Austria.” It is difficult to say which was the horse of the multi- 
tude, with so many fresh aspirants for Derby honours well repre- 
sented in the somewhat limited field, but we fancy that the public 
stood by All Heart nearly to a man, with a kind of secret predi- 
lection in favour of Skylark. The latter looked magnificent, but 
not in condition to wage a war among giants, and twomore helpless 
prutesthan Great Tom or Wild Tommy neverhelped to swella Derby 
field. People rather ridiculed Robert Peck’s publicly-expressed 
confidence in his very useful-looking pair, but the scorner had to 
admit the soundness of his judgment; and the boxes at Russley 
are never likely to want tenants during Peck’s reign. Chevron and 
Palm Flower were quite the nicest two-year-old performers at the 
meeting, and the brothers Rosicrucian and The Palmer bid fair 
to become the Stockwell and Rataplan of their generation. We 
shall expect to hear that the latter’s subscription is raised for 1877, 
and the Neasham horse seems to get them lengthier and with 
more girth than his relative in the South. Both the Oaks mares 
threaten to be formidable in the St Leger, notwithstanding the 
yaunted superiority of thesterner sex ; but the impotent conclusion 
to so glorious a struggle, fairly damped the interest of the Epsom 
Friday, and. the final issue is left to be decided in 
France next Sunday, or, failing that, upon Doncaster Town Moor. 
The active and ubiquitous purveyor of race-glasses for the million, 
who has become quite a turf character in his way, has adopted 
the colours of Lord Rosebery in place of the yellow and black, 
and we spied him looking. rather down upon his luck after the 
Derby, and as if he would fain take up with such another as the 
Laird of Russley.. The fall in Turks and Egyptians did not seem 
to have curtailed the goodly proportions of the hampers displayed 
by the rails, nor to have thinned the array of dragsand ‘ brooms” 
on the Hill. The Paddock was more densely thtonged than we 
can remember to have seen it, and the new saddling “sheds were 
requisitioned like opera stalls on the occasion of a Royal 
visit. The Prince was kept at home by slight indisposition, 
which everyone regretted, and we missed more than one 
familiar face from the Ring which came Pe smiling, after 
terrible punishment, upon settling day, so that the sponge 
is not likely to be thrown up just yet at the Gate or the 
Clubs. 


Tt was well that Kisber came guarded by a posse of de- 
tectives, for, after the abstraction of Mr. Agnew’s,10,090 guinea 
picture, Derby favourites may be spirited away ‘and their owners 
be left lamenting. “We neyer saw so awfully suddenja collapse as 
that of Petrarch, when Maidment laid his ship alongside the 
enemy, quite in Lord Nelson’s style, and it looks as/if, after all, 
his preparation had been only a muddled and unsatisfactory one. 
The Duke of Westminster won his first race with the useful 
Dalham, who quite strode over the neat little Wisdom, and Con- 
spiracy twice proved herself quite the cheese. When they saw 
Bruce going down, time after time, people began to think of his 
namesake and the legendary spider; but he managed the trick at 
last, and sent plungers rejoicing on their homeward way. 


Middle Park was a great success, what with fine Weather, good 
company, and a capital yearling list, while it was evident that 
money was pretty plentiful in certain quarters, and only a few 
weedy and backward ones were given away. The strength of the, 
catalogue, of course, Jay in young scions of Rosicrucian and 
Victorious, and while the former sire’s produce averaged over 600 
guineas apiece, the Newminster horse backed hith up with a 
fair retum. Lord Falmouth and General Pearson were inte- 
rested spectators, but, as ‘usual, made no sign; ‘and the Red 
Duke once more took up his parable by the Ring’Side, as in days | 
of old, when Hastings, Chaplin, and Newcastle formed the op- 
position, and biddings waxed faster and heavier as the wine cup 
circled on its festive round. The fourth estate mustered strongly, 
and it was curious to see the most trenchant writer of modern 
sporting days taking sweet counsel with an ancient foeman, as 
complacently as if no feud had ever existed between the lion and 
the lamb. ‘The stallion parade was well attended, as usual, but 
the uninitiated rather “mixed up” ‘‘ Rosi,” Victorious, and 
D’Estournel in hopeless confusion, and Saunterer iwas the only 
old friend recognised by the regular attendants of Eltham sales. 
No horse bears his years more lightly, but Typhoeus was voted a 
coachy commoner, and no one seemed inclined to invest in his 
yearlings. On Saturday there is to be the usual Royal field day 
at Hampton Court, where Mentmore has come gallantly to the 
rescue; and on the last day of Ascot week We Shall be winding 
up the merriest three weeks of the year at Cobham, where Mr. 
Bell is ready with his couple of score of the finest and most 
fashionable blood in England, the produce of twenty different sires. 


Next week the glories of the London season will culminate in 
Ascot, which bids fair to sustain its reputation as ¢/e meeting, par 
excellence, of the racing season. With so many big handicaps 
looming in the distance, the Stakes is always an unsatisfactory 
race to meddle with; and especially so in the present instance, 
when Harriet Laws has been let in so easily. The odds, how- 
ever, may not suit her owner, and we cannot see the great chance 
which Chancellor is supposed to possess, 50 we will only hint that 
Conseil or Duke of Parma might be dangerous, if in the 


vein. The ‘maidens’ do not show. up Strongly for the 
Prince of ‘Wales’s Stakes, which Julius César ought to 


secure, though Skylark might show in better form than at 
Epsom. There seems to be nothing to stop Levant in the 
Coronation, save her own erratic temper, while Forerunner © 
should credit Russley with the Ascot Derby, and Fyfeld 
as usual, looks formidable in the Hunt Cup, So many youngsters 
have been reserved for débuts upon the Berkshire Heath, that 
it would be useless to hazard an opinion concerning the two- 
year old races at this distance of time, but should Chevron get 
through the New Stakes with his penalty, there will be little 
to stop him for the rest of the year, and it is pleasant to witness 
a revival of the old Achievement. jacket. The Cup field will be 
a fair one, and as the three-year olds seem to be above the 
average, victory will probably rest among them, and Forerunner 
will have the opportunity of another cut at the Derby winner. 
The Alexandra Plate ‘is too often a replica of the Cup, and it 
would be useless to touch it until the numbers go up; while the 
other races may safely be left to take care of themselves, and will 
be well dissected and analysed ieee eae who have the 
opportunity of taking up their parable day by day...

THE DERBY AND OAKS WINNERS. 


We never heard so much abuse lavished on a Derby 
winner before his race as in the case of Kisber. All 
manner of defects were discovered, and every kind of hole 
picked in his conformation, during the half-hour preceding 
the start. It cannot be said that Hayhoe was afraid of 
subjecting his pet to the ordeal of public criticism ; for, 
bold as Curtius, the ‘‘ Mineral colt” was first to cast his 
beaver into the ring, and ample opportunity was allowed 
for picking him to pieces. He was pronounced short and 
cobby—a common beast, with shabby looking forelegs, 
deformed knees, and indifferent hocks—while some took 
exception to his nondescript colour. Sooth to say, Kisber 
is not one of the handsome-looking lot; but he brought 
the Austrian brotherhood through handsomely enough, 
and let those laugh who win. A _ better-built horse 
in the upper story no one could wish to see, for he 
is a perfect model over back and loins, and marvellously 
furnished tor a three year old. His limbs are full of 
bone and muscle, if rather coarsely formed, and the 
best test of their practical soundness is the strain they 
have borne through a long and severe preparation, 
necessitated by a gross habit of constitution. Kisber’s 
legs owe much of their “soft appearance” to being 
what is known as ‘ mealy coloured,” a_ peculiarity 
rarely shown in such thoroughly hard and honest horses 
as Kisber, and generally scouted, as indicative of softness 
and delicacy of constitution. The horse, moreover, does 
not come of a handsome race, for the bold Buccaneer is 
all over a plainish animal, and Mineral was nothing out of 
the common, either in looks or performances. Rataplan, 
though not so successful in his male progeny as Stockwell, 
has made amends for their shortcomings by having con- 
tributed to the stud-book such mines of equine wealth 
as the dams of Cremorne, Apology, Wenlock and Kisber, 
while Mahala (the dam of the flying Chopette) may be 
cited as another instance of the services rendered to pos- 
terity by ‘old Rat.” Hence his daughters are likely to 
come into fashion among breeders, and are all the more 
desirable because they have shown their capabilities for 
successful fusion with widely different strains of blood. 
We shall not ‘‘re-reiterate” the performances of Kisber, 
which every student of racing must have by heart, but we 
subjoin his pedigree, which is eminently worthy of a great 
winner. Buccaneer has now sired winners of the five 
great three-year-old races at Newmarket, Epsom and 
Doncaster —an honour which only Stockwell and Ad- 
venturer can lay claim to, among fathers of the English 
stud. After this Mr. Cookson must more than ever regret 


his departure, and that all attempts to secure his extra- 
dition have been made in vain. 


PEDIGREE OF THE WINNER. 
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ENGUERRANDE AND CAMELIA. 


Unlike the Derby hero, who may be described as a 
plainish horse among a decidedly good-looking lot, the two 
fillies who had the Oaks finish so entirely to themselves 
were as far away removed from their opponents in good 
looks as from the scattered field which followed so humbly 
in their wake. Yet the dead-heaters are totally dissimilar 
in their excellences, and represent as widely different types 
of horseflesh as the families from which they claim descent. 
Enguerrande towered above all the maidens which bore her 
company in the paddock ; and though some took exception 
to her rather ungainly style of moving behind, there was 
no fault to be found with her action when she had once 
settled down into her stride. M. Lupin’s mare is of a 
class seldom met with nowadays, and might well furnish a 
theme for the ‘ deterioration” school when they take up 
their parable against the weedy burlesques on racers 
which certainly abound over much among us. She is 
built on a magnificent scale, with the cleanest of limbs, 
and that hard, tough, wiry cut about her which tells of 
rude health, and suggests the capability of readiness for any 
amount of work. The close finishes in previous races on the 
other side of the Channel did not seem to have had any 
other effect than that of hardening her for the final effort 
at Epsom, and she is just one of those animals which 
may make it rather uncomfortable for the field which we 
trust it may be her lot to meet at Doncaster. We heartily 
wish that the undecided issue of the Oaks might have been 
settled in a more sportsmanlike manner, as would assur- 
edly have been the case if England and France had been 
pitted against each other. Engeurrande came of a strain 
of blood of which this country possesses no male repre- 
sentative, all hope of a succession having vanished with 
Nutbourne, who has-left behind him only Fraulein and a 
few brood mares to remind us of the existence of such a 
horse as Nabob, whose name crops up here and there in 
the pedigree of certain of our cracks. . Boiard has, we 
fear, attracted but few English mares to court his favours 
in France; and however successful may have been our 
negotiations for the redemption of such horses as Carnival 
and Blue Gown from the fatherland of their adoption, 
Mossoo resolutely declines to part with his equine treasure, 
nay, is more than ever intent upon enlarging his resources, 
and drawing upon the choicest of our home supplies, as 
often as the opportunity presents itself. 


We very well recollect Araucaria, the dam of Camelia, 
while carrying the Exeter stripes; but though, as a 
daughter of the famous Pocahontas, she was bound 
to attract the attention of those who study pedigree, 
there was a want of fashion, both as regards her 
breeding and appearance, which acted as a deterring 
influence, and many deemed that the old mare had 
been rather thrown away upon such a horse as Ambrose, 
notwithstanding the traditions of his consistently proved 
superiority to Stockwell in private. Experience has 
shown, over and over again, that good blood, like murder, 
‘will out,” though its virtues may remain latent for a 
generation, or even for a longer period. Araucaria was a 
coarse common mare, but her union with Macaroni has 
resulted in the production of as a charming a filly as ever 
looked through bridle.- Camelia is of a beautiful ruddy 
chestnut colour, and inherits all the good points .of 
Macaroni without the drawbacks which it is admitted 
exist in her sire. She has all his grand quality, added to 
fine length, and is by far the best specimen among his 
many contributions to the turf. Though not on so large a 
scale as Enguerrande, she is equally as good in her degree, 
and while she rivals Macaroni in his almost unequalled 
forehand, more especially as regards depth through the 
heart, and setting on of the forelegs, she leaves nothing 
to be desired on the score of strength over back and 
loins, and stands over more ground than her sire. This 
is due to extra length in her quarters, while she is 
shorter in the cannon bone, and from the’ hock. down- 
wards; while she is a marvel to follow, and with- 
out an atom of coarseness. Markham may well be 
proud of the latest acquisition to his collection at Ment- 
more, and if any sire ever deserved promotion into the 
hundred guinea select list it is surely the dapple bay son 


of old Sweetmeat. Fortunately, however formidable our 
French neighbours may be with mares of the Araucarig 
stamp, their country has cause to envy us the possession 
of the perfect stronghold of Sweetmeat blood which we 
hold so dear. 


The result of the Derby and Oaks may be galling to our 
national pride, but it is some small consolation to know 
that, like the eagle, we have supplied the materials for our 
own discomfiture. Among Continental nations which have 
been for years availing themselves of every opportunity of 
acquiring additions to their haras, breeding has come to 
be recognised as a matter of national importance, and, 
under the fostering care of the State, has assumed pro- 
portions entirely beyond the means of private enterprise, 
even when undertaken upon such a large and munificent 
scale as are the establishments at Cobham, Middle Park, 
or Dewhurst. Under these circumstances the foreign 
market will continue to absorb our best blood, and we 
must be prepared to witness the inevitable result of being 
beaten with our own weapons. Altogether we can pretty 
well afford an occasional triumph to Teuton or Gaul to 
“ encourage the rest” of the world to come over and cut 
in with us in our national sport; and it would be bad 
policy not to accept cheerfully the situation of a defeat 
now and then at the hands of our best customers. 


THE ROYAL YEARLINGS. 


WHEN at the Royal Paddocks early in the year, we called 
attention to the gratifying fact of an attempt being made 
to improve the character of the pasture. This had been 
fed by horses for so many years that, as a natural con- 
sequence, much of the virtue had departed fromthe grasses 
composing it; and so thoroughly tainted had it become, 
that its effects were evident in the stunted growth and un- 
wholesome condition of many of the yearlings annually 
sent up for sale. Indeed, to this undesirable state of 
things we attribute in a great measure the declining 
fortunes of the Royal Stud, though there were doubtless 
other causes contributing to the lamentable failures of late 
years. Now, however, the herd of black Scotchmen, with 
which the yearlings consort in the most amicable manner, 
are diligently carrying out the good work required 
of them, and are waxing fat on the rank, coarse, and 
luxuriant herbage at which the dainty thoroughbred turns 
up its velvety nose. By slow degrees the dusky herd is 
invading one paddock after another, and steadily re- 
ducing the unwholesome growth which had year by year 
occupied the place of more nutritious herbage. This 
process, aided by judicious sowings and dressings, will 
help to renovate the food supply; though it would be 
better to seek entirely fresh fields for the thoroughbred 
stock, at least for a time, giving up to oxen and sheep the 
time-honoured enclosures tenanted for so many generations 
by an equine aristocracy. The present season has told 
its tale upon young animals of all kinds, but on none more 
severely than the yearlings now coming up for sale in the 
south of England. Vicissitudes of temperature have had 
their effect in producing colds, and the many consequential 
ailments to which young blood stock is especially liable, 
thus causing backwardness in growth and condition, and 
in too many cases altogether disappointing the sanguine 
expectations of breeders, who have had to pass through a 
‘““winter of discontent” indeed. Fortunately there has 
been no epidemical outburst at Hampton Court, such as 
has decimated the ranks of yearlings in other places, but 
there is still a deal of ground to be made up, and pur- 
chasers will,do well to indulge the latest acquisitions to 
their studs with a  summer’s run, instead of putting 
them into harness at once, as they might feel justified in 
doing in the case of more forward animals. 


Formerly, about a couple of dozen yearlings used to 
come up for sale at Hampton Court, but of late years, 
owing to various causes (the chief of these being the 
natural objection of certain decayed matrons to go on 
breeding for ever) the numbers have gradually dwindled 
down to about half the customary contingent. Next 
season, however, there will be an increase, and the foals 
of 1876 are seventeen in number, of which colts form the 
goodly proportion of thirteen, as against six in the previous 
season’s catalogue. A timely moye, too, has been made 
in the direction of sending mares away to the more popu- 
lar sires of the day, among others to Parmesan and Don- 
caster; but this much-needed reform will not bear fruit 
for some years to come; and in the meanwhile the autho- 
rities will find it uphill work to ‘‘keep up* the price of 
stocks ” with so many powerful influences attracting pur- 
chasers to other sources. We notice the yearlings in their 
order as catalogued :— 


1. A bay filly, with two white hind’ heels, by Mentmore 
out of Venus. Rather light of bone, with small girth, and 
slightly contracted feet, inclined to be high on the leg, but 
with a touch of Orlando about her general style and 
action, and not a bad mover. 


2. A bay filly, by Trumpeter out of Heroine of Lucknow; 
light, quick looking youngster, but soft-looking legs, and 
rather too much of the “hack” about her, and would be 
served by a little more time. i 


3. A brown filly, by St. Albans, or Mentmore (most 
probably the latter), out of old Braxey, a ‘‘ household 
word” in Hampton Court annals, will be recognised any- 
where by a grey fore foot, and is not built on a very com- 
manding scale. Galloping on the hard ground has 
*‘ rounded” her joints to a considerable extent, and she can 
never rank as a first-rater. 

4. A chestnut filly, by Thunderer (son of Thunderbolt) 
out of Pamunkey, we presume owes her position among 
the smaller fry to lack of fashion in pedigree; but to our 
eye she is the most racing-like in the bunch, built on 
capital lines, andwith great liberty and quality. She has, 
too, plenty.of size and length, with good action. 

5: A bay colt by Young Melbourne out of Inez is an 
old-fashioned looking customer, with no very great power 
or substance, and however grandly Touchstone on Mel- 
bourne may have succeeded in more than one well-known 
case, it is obvious that the ‘‘ converse of the proposition” 
does not hold good in the case of this colt, which is bred 
somewhat after the fashion of The Earl. 
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6. A bay filly by Trumpeter out of Bradamante, with 
black points and a grey tail, is not on a large scale, but 
fairly useful looking, with a wear and tear set of legs and 
feet, and comes of running blood on both sides. 

. A bay colt by Trumpeter out of Garnish is no very 
great shakes, being “split up,” and cursed with long weak- 
Jooking pasterns. 

3. A bay filly by Young Melbourne out of Catawba, 
plentifully ticked with the grey “‘ Venison” hairs, is rather 
a better sort, with a strong back and loins, and not very 
much fault to be found with her understandings. Her dam 
is a finely bred mare indeed, and should have visited 
Scottish Chief, in the hopes of begetting another Marie 
Stuart, or have been sent to Pero Gomez or Mandrake for 
-a dash of Weatherbit blood. 

g. A bay colt by Melbourne out of Lady Ann, we take to 
be quite the gentleman of the party; a hard-looking, 
stylish colt, with the good promise of substance, and large 
hocks and knees. He has a clean well-shaped head, 
sloping shoulders, and is generally a fine topped animal, 
though he may be a trifle weak in his fore pastern joints. 
He is a good bay with three white legs, and has more 
character about him than all the rest put together. 

ro. A bay colt by Young Melbourne out of Miss Foote, 
is a big strong animal, which should be put by and not , 
“Jooked at’ for a year or more, when he might turn out a 
useful member, but at present he is merely an overgrown 
baby. 

11. A bay colt by Young Melbourne out of Furiosa is not 
quite so helpless a specimen, but quite unfurnished, and 
would go to pieces if not tenderly used at first, having a 
“legs and wings” appearance about him at present. 

12. A bay filly by Young Melbourne out of Miss Evelyn, 
is the biggest and best filly in the collection, with three 
white legs, and a star in her face, She has fair symmetry 
with plenty of power, good bone, capital length, and both 
stands and moves well. Still she does not strike us as 
qualified to make her mark early in life, and should be 
better suited by a year of indulgence. 

13. A chestnut filly, by St. Albans out of Ariadne, has 
met with a slight accident, resulting in a blemished hock, 
but of little real consequence. Otherwise sheis the most 
precocious of the bunch, and perhaps the most racing- 
like, being a strongly-built, compact animal, well knit 
together, and with powerful back and loins. After expe- 
riences of Springfield, Julius Cesar and Collingbourne, 
this filly should not hang heavily on hand. 

14. A bay filly, by Young Melbourne out of Lampeto (a 
first foal), is a clean made animal, but spoilt by weak loins, 
quite after the Bay Middleton type, and with the high 
quarters of that horse’s stock. She looks like going fast, 
however, and inherits wonderful speed from her dam, once 
a very handy representative of the Danebury stable. 

15. A chestnut colt, by Mentmore out of Doralice, 
rather too backward to show at his best, but well put 
together, and blessed with a sound-looking set of feet and 
legs, and strong back and loins. 

16. A three-year-old, by the Drake out of Doralice. 

Taking the yearlings all round, they are an improve- 
ment upon last year’s lot, but still a long way from first 
class. 


SALES OF HUNTERS, &c. 


THE Monday before the Derby was, as is usual, one of the busies? 
days of the season at Albert Gate, both in the subscription-roon 
and sale-yard, and each resort was crowded, the yard in particular, 
owing to the attractive nature of Messrs. Tattersall’s catalogue, 
which, in addition to Mr. Milward’s twenty-fourth annual sale of 
ponies and cobs, included Mr. Spencer Lucy’s, Major Wilkin’s, 
Captain Benyon’s, Mr. T. T. Drake’s, the Rev. Mr. Inge’s, 
Captain Riddell’s, Mr. H. Coventry’s, Mr. Arthur Coventry’s, 
and Mr. Hornsby’s hunters. Mr. Lucy’s horses went remark- 
ably cheap, nor did Mr. Drake’s realise anything like their value ; 
but the truth is, horseflesh has been a drug in the market this 
season, and whether from the monetary crisis in City and com- 
mercial circles, or the general badness of trade, nothing like the 
prices of recent years have been reached. The exceptions 
were the big sums realised by two of the only three sold 
of Mr. H. Coventry’s eight, for horses of exceptional character 
and reputation like Foreigner and Yeoman, the former of whom 
joins the private stud of the Master of the Buckhounds, whilst 
Lord Carington bought the other. The next highest price was 
240gs for The Snorter, a grand old sort in Mr, Drake’s lot, all 
of whom changed hands except the charming grey, Jenny Deni- 
son; but, at the same time, 965gs for thirteen was far below 
“the Squire’s’’ general average. Nor did Captain Riddell’s 
create so much competition as on former occasions ; whilst three 
only of Major Wilkin’s eight found purchasers. There were 
some remarkably useful horses amongst Mr. James Hornsby’s 
collection, which sold well; and from the fact of Lord Wil- 
loughby de Broke, who succeeds Mr. Spencer Lucy in the 
mastership ot the Warwickshire hounds, haying previously got 
together a stud of twenty-four to begin next season with, there 
were some rare bargains amongst Mr. Lucy’s “L’s.’’ All the 
kennel horses were disposed of, but only two of the late Master's 
changed hands, the reserves on Leotard, Laburnum, Look Sharp, 
Lizard, and Golden Plover not having been reached. Mr. Mil- 
ward’s ponies were scarcely up to their usual standard of excel- 
lence, but fourteen of the sixteen found purchasers, the returned 
couple being Pick of the Basket and Princess Bay, the latter being 
an own sister to the famous Queen Cole, the heroine of the 1872 
sale. So far from the first lot being what her name implies, that 
compliment unquestionably attaches to County Guy, in whom Sir 
George Chetwynd secured a gem of rare value cheap at a “cen- 
tury;” and the next best pair, to our fancy, were Dulcie and 
Lady Dorothy, the latter of whom carried off the second prize in 
the Double Harness Class at Manchester last year ; whilst Dulcie 
is.a miniature edition of his defunct sire, King of Trumps, and a 
beautiful mover. The fourteen lots averaged 554¢s apiece.

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THE ANGLING SEASON. 


“Tue glorious 1st of June,” inaugurates the commencement of 
the general fishing season ; and this year, the Whitsuntide holi- 
days brought a large concourse of anglers to the river’s side. 
When Whitsuntide falls in May, the riverkeepers have more than 
enough to do in keeping the would-be anglers away from the river. 
The Thames at Hampton Court on Whit-Monday is the great 
centre of attraction. Buton this Whit-Monday the poorest artisan 
could leave his crowded dwelling in a pent-up street to luxuriate on 
the banks of the river to his heart’s content. The only law by 
which he is regulated is that of the size of the fish he is allowed to 
take away. He comes down into the pure air of the country, 
perhaps with his wife and family, and pursues a healthful recrea- 
tion; and when he catches some fish he carries back home with 
him some wholesome food. At this particular season, too, says a 


daily contemporary, from which we proceed to quote, there is a, 


freshness in nature—the trees are in their new costume, and the 
birds are full of song. Whitsuntide, with its Bank Holiday, this 


year will be greatly attractive to the anglers, and the members of 


the angling clubs of London will muster in unusual force. But 
what about the fish? As a rule, the fish have not recovered from 
their spawning, and are, for the most part, sickly and too much 
indisposed to feed freely. All the fish this season have been back- 


ward in spawning, and will be somewhat later; but still the 
anglers will try for them. The jack spawned in the first week in 
May, and it seems a pity to take them in June; they will be lean 
and hungry, and run at anything that comes in their way—hence 
the practice of trailing, not so much by anglers as by the occupants 
of pleasure-boats, is very popular and at the same time very 
destructive to the fish. It is a practice condemned by the general 
body of sportsmen, and can only be carried out in the month of 
June, as after then the weeds in the river have grown up and have 
become harbours for the fish, and persons cannot trail in water 
It has been computed that some of the 
boats catch as many as 60 small jack in the day, and a jack of 
It is 
an undoubted mistake to destroy fish so small, and besides, at that 
time they are valueless as food ; but the excuse is, ‘It is capital 
The jack are not in their best condition before August, 
and attempts have been made without any result to prevent their 
In the tidal portions of the Thames 
at Richmond, Twickenham, and Teddington, the bank-fishers 
usually muster in great force on ‘‘ the opening day,”’ and not only 
so, but they may be seen in their places just at the break of day. 
There are great expectations this season, and the famous island at 
Hampton Court, now known as Tagg’s Island Fishery, is to be 
The fishing here is all from the banks 
of the river, and an angling competition has been promoted by 
several gentlemen who are residents of the neighbourhood, and 
who have subscribed liberally in order to offer some valuable 
The hotels on the Thames-side have been busy preparing 
for the angling season, and in many instances making considerable 
alterations, with enlarged accommodation ; some of the proprietors 
are themselves noted piscators, and therefore possess a solid sym- 
pely for the anglers whose patronage they study to secure. These 

ouses are generally distinguished by a “‘contribution”’ box, with 
the significant heading of the ‘‘ Thames Angling Preservation 
Society,” intended to receive recognition from the anglers as they 
return from the river, and in appreciation of the labours of the 
committee in the protection and preservation of the fishery. Dur- 
ing the season the river is occasionally visited by an Inspection 
Committee from this society, and their first visit was made on 
Saturday, June 3, the starting-point being made from the “ City 
The object of these inspections is to find out 
whether anything is required for the improvement of the fishery, 
and to give the fishermen and anglers an opportunity of personally 
Not only have the hotel proprietors been 
busy putting their houses in order, but the fishermen for the last 
month have been engaged in repainting their punts and in build- 
The rearing pond and water-courses at Sunbury, 
now populated by some 20,000 small fry of various species of 
salmo, will have their attractions to some of the pleasure boats. 
The Conseryators, in order to remedy the overcrowding of locks 
with boats, have placed rollers for the passing up and down of 
small craft at Teddington, Hampton Court, and Sunbury, but 
some of the owners of boats have made objection to these as

In the trials 
at the Alexandra Park upwards of £60 will be awarded in money 
and silver cups to the owners of those dogs which display the 
greatest skill. The prizes will range from £1 to £15, and the 
animals will be classed according to age; certain prizes will be 
given for dogs or bitches of any age ; and others for dog or bitch 
puppies born since the 1st of July, 1874. ‘There will be a special 
prize for the dog whieh pens the sheep in the shortest time, 
another for the best-looking dog, and another for the best working 
dog. One hundred best Welsh wethers will be successively 
subjected to the management of the competing collie dogs. A 
large number of entries have been already made, and the lists will 
close on the 22nd of June. As the collie dog is now so great a 
favourite, these trials are expected to be peculiarly attractive.
